OF THE 


Superintending School Committee 
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To the Parents and Citizens of the Town of Salisbury, this 
report is respectfully submitted. 

While there has been nothing in the condition of our 
schools the past year that calls for particular comment here. 
still, as far as I can judge, good improvement has been made. 


It has been a year of peace. No school has been discon- 
tinued by the failure of any teacher; indeed no case of serious. 
difficulty has occurred. 

There has not been as good discipline in some of our schools 
as could be desired. In some cases this has been the fault of . 
the parents, who should remember that the teacher’s usefulness 
is very much increased when he is assured of their hearty co- 
operation in maintaining good order. 

One great drawback to the progress of our schools, and 
one thing of which there has been the most complaint made by 
teachers, is the irregularity in attendance, and want of punctu- 
ality of many pupils. ‘The remedy lies with the parents. Let 
them see that their children are at school regularly, and at the 


15 
right time, an‘ there will be much less occasion to complain of 
their want of progress. 

Prudential Committees have exercised good judgment in 
their selection of teachers; all of whom, with the exception of 
two, having had previous experience in teaching, and, with two 
exceptions, have been residents of the town. I think, as a 
town, we should feel proud of their ability and success, and 
encourage home talent, by giving them the preference, when 
hiring teachers. 

There have been one or more terms of school in all the dis- 
tricts, with the exception of district No.9. There has been 
n0 schoolhouse here suitable for school purposes for several 
years. A new house should be built, or they should unite with 
other districts. The latter we think preferable as there are too 
many clistricts in town for the money raised. ‘There is a strong 
demand for the readjustment of district lines. If the eleven 
school districts were included in seven, the money would be 
more judiciously expended, and afford better facilities for im- 
provement. Such a plan would insure better teachers and 
longer schools. 


The only general change in text books made throughout 
the schools the past year has been in the Arithmetics used. 
The books we have discarded have been in use about twenty 
years, and nearly all of them have been handed down from one 
scholar to another, until they were worn out and unfit for 
use. 

T introduced Harpers’ series of Arithmeties. The work has 
been carefully adapted to the present time, recognizing and ex- 
plaining all the recent changes in the methods of doing busi- 
ness, and [ am confident that the work contains all the essen- 
tials of a model text book. [also introduced Manson’s Writing 
Spellers, which have been used in some of the schools the past 
year. As writing is the only way in which we use our spelling, 


this seems the only practical way of teaching it.

Distrricr No. 1. 


Summer and Fall terms were taught by Miss Carrie W. 
Sawyer. Good improvement was made during the summer 
term. On the first visit, at the commencement of the Fall term, 
its general appearance was good; but, owing to a misunder- 
standing in the time of its closing, I was not present at. the 
final examination. Miss Sawyer governed her scholars more 
by moral suasion than the use of the rod. In most schools this 
is the better way; but this school is composed, in part, of 
scholars destitute of sufficient self-respect to be governed only 
by fear of punishment. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Sarah E. Sawyer, of 
Webster. Miss Sawyer worked diligently and successfully. 
Notable advancement was made in Arithmetic and Algebra, 
for so short a term. The examination was well attended, and 
very interesting.

Little, who suc- 
ceeded in maintaining good order, and gaining the respect of | 
the scholars. ‘This school seems to have lost the reputation, 
which it has had for years past, of being the worst school in 
town to govern. Good progress was made.

The 
school was a success.
